ST. Louis. Jnly 22.—It ia apparent at 


the opening of the Populist convention 
that there will be three factious in the 
convention: The "middle-of-the-road" 
element, headed by "Cyclone" Davis of 
Texas, which will stand out against all 
compromises prior to the convention 
and to the election; the faction favor- 
able to the indorsement or nomination 
of Bryan and Sewall, and the compro- 
mise men, headed, by Senator Butler of 
North Carolina, who favor the indorse- 
ment of Bryon bnt who contend for the 
right to name a southern Popnlisc in 
place of Mr. Sewall for the position of 
vice president. 


The Bryan people are still holding 


out stiffly against any and all compro- 
mises, and some of them go so far as to 
•ay that if they are uuccessful in their 
contention they will leave the conven- 
tion. 


Senator Sutler is strong in the posi- 


tion that Mr. Bryan shotJd be indorsed 
upon a Populist platform, but pays ths 
southern people would never accept Mr. 
Sewall. If they surrendered both offices 
it would mean the destruction of the 
People's uarty. He claims to have al- 
most the solid sonth behind him. 


Mr. Davis combats this position, 


claiming a majority in the convention 
Of over 300 in favor of traveling in the 
"middle of the road," by which he 
means that no compromise is possible. 


Mr. Davis contends that he is not 


ouly couserrinjf the interests of his 
party, but that he is pointing to the 
sure road for the success of free silver 
and for other Populist reforms. He 
wonld have Populist candidate? for 
president and vice president named by 
the convention on a Populist platform, 
•coupled with a resolution binding the 
Populists to a fusion of electors. In ad- 
vocating this plan, he says, there would 
be ne conflict in th» northwest, but ad- 
mits there would be in ths south. 
"But," suggested some one in the 


:crowd when the Texas laader was ex- 
ploiting this plan, "do we want the 
Ticeprasideuer:'' 


"For God Almighty's sake," said Mr. 
Da vie. "An vrn wiLiit to let everything 
^o by default? It is only reasonable 
that we shonld demand some of the 
loaves and nshwt" 


The more conservative of the mem- 


bers of the two extreme factious are be- 
ginning to regard the situation as a 
yrave one, and there have been many 
iuformint; friends during th« day look- 
ing toward getting together on soma 
plan like that substituted by Senator 
Butler. They fear that if this can not 
be done a bolt is inevitable. 


It is also stated as coming from Mr. 


Bryan that he is opposed to all the 
propositions of fusion as tending to tho 
•weakening of his campaign and the 
confusion of the voters.

WASHINGTON, July 22. —Two new 


counterfeits of United States silver cer- 
tificates have been discovered by the 
treasury department. The first isafl, 
series of 1691. check letter O, signed 
by J. Fount Tillman, register, and D. 
N. Morgan, treasurer, and having a 
portrait of Stantou. The second is a 
$5, series of 1891, check letter B, signed 
by J. Fount Tillman, register, and D. 
N. Morgan, treasurer, and having a 
portrait of Grant. 


These counterfeits are printed from 
etched plates and are very poor produc- 
tions. The portraits, lathe work and 
small lettering especially are bad, being 
much blurred and indistinct. The paper 
is also poor ; a few pieces of silk thread 
have been distributed thronah it. The 
most careless handler of money, it is 
said, should readily detect the counter- 
feit uotes.

NINE LIVES ARE LOST. 


Full Account of the Disastrous 


Flood In Kentucky. 


A CLEVER DEED OF A TRAMP. 


Be XotiflM a Family Who Had Kefnuxl 


Him Lodfinc of Their IVril-A 


Lt»t of tbe Orad aud Cor- 


ouer** Verdict. 


FHAXKFOUT, Ky., July 22.—Nine lives 


were lost as the result of the flood. 
Gaiues bridge, over Benson creek, was 
washed away four miles from town. 


Tho dead are James Bradley, wife 


and five children and Mrs. Bryant, a 
widow, and two children. They lived 
in a flat along Benson creek, which 
rose so rapidly that the houses washed 
away before the occupants knew of 
their danger. Airs. Bryant is a daugh- 
ter of Squire Dan Moore, a candidate 
for county judge. 


The bodies of Bradley, his wife and 


two children have been recovered. 
Many people living in Benson valley 
left their houses aud waded out through 
the mad waters, only escaping a few 
minutes before the buildings washed 
away. 


James Sudduth, a tenant, had a mir- 


aculous escape with his family. He 
lives in Benson valley. He was awak- 
ened by the storm aud discovered that 
the creek had swollen and was likely to 
sweep his house away. He swam over 
a fflifc, procured a horse and they made 
their escape from the house ouly a few 
minutes before it was washed away by 
the rush of waters. Traffic on both the 
Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington 
and short division of the Louisville and 
Nashville is suspended, and the Lou- 
isville and Nashville and Chesapeake 
and Ohio will go orer the Louisville 
Southern tracks via Lexington. 


A half dozen or more county bridges 


have been washed away. The niosS 
valuable was the one recently construct- 
ed over Benson creek and cost $'20,000. 


Coroner Dehoney held an inquest on 


the bodies recovered and returned a 
verdict of accidental drowning. 


A tramp who was refused lodging by 


James Hewlett saved the lives of his 
family. He stopped in the barii and 
afterward c;nae to the door and awoke 
the family just in time for them to get 
out safely. 


MYSTERIOUSLY MISSING. 


The Coutiuued Absence of Mist fthlna 


Cause* Anxiety at Frazeyfttmrc;. 


FRAZETSBURO, O., July 22.—The peo- 


ple hero tire in a state of excitement 
over the mysterious disappearance of 
Miss Delia Rhine. She had been stay- 
ing with Mrs. Wilson, one mile north 
of here. On Sunday evening, June iJJ, 
accompanied by a young man named 
Jay McNaught, she attended church at 
Mount Zion. It was late when the 
couple returned, and as the girl disliked 
to disturb the Wilsons she concluded to 
pass the night at the home of a friend. 
The young man parted^ company and 
since than nothing has been heard or 
seen of Miss Rhine. 


The paivuts of the girl are completely 


prostrated over the affair and they have 
the sympathy of the whole community. 
Miss Rhine is very handsome and high- 
'y respected by all. 


Genuine Wild Man. 


AKRON, O., July a3.— A genuine wild 


man has been captured at Northampton 
Center, a village four miles north of 
here. The man is one James Kinney, 
vrho was once an intelligent and highly 
(jflncated man. For several weeks he 
has been living in the woods, subsist- 
ing on fruit and vegetables secured by 
midaight visits to neighboring farms. 
Saturday he entered the village, attired 
in a ragged pair of trousers that reached 
only to liis knees. He is violently in- 
sane at the county infirmary now.

CONDITION OK OHIO CROPS. 


Flenty of Itaim—Oat» Fall of Smut and 


Corn Growing- Rapidly. 


COLUMBUS, O., July 22.—The weather 


and crop bulletin prepared by the Co- 
lumbus weather bureau and the Ohio 
agricultural board shows the following 
for the greater portion of Ohio as to the 
condition of crops: 


The week opened up fair and warm, 


followsd on the 15th by cool, clondy 
weather and frequent showers. The 
average maximum temperature for the 
week was 82 degrees ; the minimum, 6i! 
degrees. 
The average precipitation 


temperature for the week was J.04 
inches. 


Harvesting nearly completed, with 


the exception of oats, which have been 
delayed by unfavorable weather. Oats 
generally well headed, but full of smut 
and badly tangled where it grew too 
rank, and some fields are damaged by 
army worms and grasshoppers. 


Corn growing rapidly, is now in tas- 


gel and in need of no further cultiva- 
tion. Some low fields damaged by be- 
ing flooded. Hay harvest has beeJi de- 
layed by wet weather; the crop is light. 
Clover scarce; young clover growing 
nicely. Pastures are in good condition. 
Potatoes ripeaing. but are beginning to 
rot in some localities. Buckwheat com- 
ing np. Gardens growing rapidly.

A few weeks ago an invitation to visit 
Slug Sing prison and address the con- 
victs gave Mrs. Booth the first oppor- 
tamry she has had in the east of putting 
to a practical test a part of a plan to 
which she has given years of careful 
study. Before she could put her plan in 
operation she bad to get in teach with 
the MBivicts. Her visit to Sing Sing 
gave her the opportunity. The" first vis- 
it was followed by a second, and the re- 
sult of the two visits has been that she 
has not only come into personal contact 
•with a number of the convicts, but also. 
«t her invitation, a much larger linm^ 
her have opened a correspondence with 
her. 


In these letters the convicts have 


"pet their souls on paper," as Carlyle 
said. They have told Mrs. Booth of 
their past lives, of their families, of 
their desire, awakened through her two 
visits to the prison, to lead better lives 
•when the years of their imprisonment 
are over, and many of them have ex- 
pressed a desire for Mrs. Booth's help 
in religions matters. The last time Mrs. 
Booth visned Sing Sing she had talks 
with a number of men in their cells. 


As she and the prison chaplain were, 


going along one of the balconies a voice 
from one of the cells called to the' chap- 
Iain. Tbe latter stepped to the cell door- 
and learned that the prisoner -wanted to 
speak to Mrs, Booth. As the chaplain 
repeated to TSlrs. Booth the prisoner's 
wish he said: 
v- -' 'You hare evidently mads a strong 
inSpression in Sing Sing, Mrs. Booth. 
It is the first tune that that man has 
ever been known to ask to see any one 
•who had anything to do with religion. 
He is the most self contained man in 
the restitution."

Mrs. Booth walked back to the cell.

Xotiwiil esense »so for not giving a 
more esteniiett biographical sketch at 
pre«nt I heard yoar address this morn- 
ing Perhaps I was yow tnost attentive 
listener. It is very good of you to bring 
a. little outside stmshine i a to this gray 
old place, and I want to thank yon for 
it. Back in my college days, after a 
more or less carefnl stndy of mental 
and moral science, I decided that the 
Christian religion' was a religion of 
emotsoa. Not being an emotional per- 
son, I concluded that that religion 
•would not do for me. 


"•From the day I left colleg*? until 


this morning 1 hslil i'c 227 belief -ibst 
the religion of Christ was something 
lor -women and children to cling to and 
•wise m«n to scoff at To be perfectly 
frank, I attended the service this morn- 
ing simply because I thought it would 
be diverting and not because I had any 
desire to bear expounded what many 
belvve to be Christian truths.

No Hutu will be recommended for em- 


ployment who has not shown in the 
prison home that be will, if be gets a 
chance, be glad y> become a law abid- 
ing citizen. As far convicts who bad 
places of trust before they were impris- 
oned, such as bookkeepers and account- 
ants, if any of these apply to Mrs. Booth 
for help, she -trill do -what she can for 
them. She will try to ftud employers 
who will take the discharged convicts 
at their -word and be willing to give 
them a chance. 


The first of tbe Volunteers' prison 


homes, as they will ba called, will be 
opened in New. York. Following the 
first one, others -will be established in 
other parts of the state, near to but not 
in the towns where state prisons.are lo- 
cated. Just when the New York home 
will be opened has not been determined. 
To carry ont the plan Mrs. Booth must 
have funds. A suitable building nrnsi 
be rented, furnished and provisioned. 
All this takes money. Already Mrs. 
Booth has received promises of pecun- 
iary aid and other support from a 
uranber of wealthy personsL She held a 
drawing room meeting in Sing Sing 
recently in the interest of the prison 
work, and a number of liberal subscrip- 
tions were: pledged. She hopes to have 
the first home open by Sept. 1. 


The plan for helping the men whose 


terms of imprisonment will not soon 
expire is this: A sort of prison guild of 
the Volunteers will be formed. The 
members of the guild will confine their 
work entirely to visiting the prisoners. 
They will become acquainted with the 
prisoners and find out each one's espe- 
cial nee$, and the needs, if any, of his 
family. The prisoners will be urged to 
accept Mrs. BootVs invitation to corre- 
spond with her. The Volunteers' Ga- 
zette, the official organ of the Booths' 
new organization; will be pnt isto ihe 
hands of every prisoner who cares to 
have it. An effort will be made to con- 
vert the men. 


Then, if a prisoner's family is in 


need, jSIrs. Booth will visit the family 
and do whatever she can to help thtsiu. 
Only the other day there was an in- 
stance of what may be done in this di- 
rection. The family of a convict whom 
Mrs. Booth had met at Sing Sing wns 
about to be evicted for nonpayment of 
rent. Mrs. Booth got the address and 
called. She found tho family consisted 
of a wife and one child, a baby boy. 
There was little food in the house, and 
the woman had no money. .Mrs. Booth 
found employment in the country for 
the woman during the summer and 
placed the baby in & home. When the 
husband gets out- of -prison, in the latter 
part of Angnst, Mys, Booth will have a 


f place for him, obf-aioed from a man who 
j believes thai she has solved the problem 
j oi prison reform and wishes to show 
1 his belief iu a practical way. In the au- 
j tumn the family will be reunited, with 


the husband earning an honest living. 


It is Mrs. Booth's desire to establish 


prison homes ultimately in every state 
in the Union. It is her intention to 
make these homes places of industry as 
well as places of refuge, for every in- 
mate will be expected to do some work. 
In this way Mrs. Booth hopes to make 
the Volunteers the agency not only of 
evangelizing America, but also of re 
claiming convicts.—New York Sun.

bay fell between 1887 and 1894 from 
44,120,000 pounds to 21,251,000 pounds. 
For the first time, too, in 1894, Japan 
became an exporter of cotton goods, hav- 
ing sent over 4,500,000 pounds of cot- 
ton, principally to China. This is n 
very serious matter.

Japan should not be able in time to i 
supply not only :ili the cotton good= sha 
wants herself, but the Chinese market, 
too, and, indeed, she could probably 
compete successfully with us at home.

ownership of the whole nortliwest- 
t>rn CHAJfcrt of America, from Bering 
vea southward to 51 degrees north 
latitude, and warnod all foreigners 
not to ooine within 300 miles of the 
coast, and that tM« country 'i> pro- 
test and the negotiations which fol- 
lowed resnlted in tho lino of demar- 
cation being fixed at S4 degrees -SO 
minutes. 


That is Alaska's southern bound- 


ary to this day. Not so well known, 
however, are tha facts with refer- 
ence to the daring occupation by the 
Russians of the territory of Califor- 
nia in the early years of the present 
century. Tbe Hon. R. A. Thompson 
of Santa Rosa Las treated the latter 
subject at length and with'nuah ao- 
tail in his paper, entitled "The Rus- 
sian Settlement In California, Knovra 
as Fort Ross, Founded 1612, Aban- 
doned 1841; Why the Russians Came 
and Why They Went " Mr. Thomp- 
son bas performed a work of no lit- 
tle import »nce to this state in a his- 
torical sense. He shows that when 
the region north of fian Francisco 
bay was occupied by order of Alex- 
ander Baranoff, tbe bold and ener- 
getio head of tbe Russian-American 
Fur company, it was undoubtedly 
Baranoff's 
intention to bold it 


against its then owners for all time. 
"And bis successors would have done 
so but for tho timely promulgation 
in 1S23 of the Monroe doctrine, 
•which gave notice to all tbe world 
that no occupation of American ter- 
ritory by European powers would bo 
tolerated by tbe United States." Al- 
though the Russian settlement in 
California was not mentioned in tbe 
agreement of 1834 with reference to 
the D4.40 parallel, still it involved 
tbe abandonment of snch territory 
and put an end to nny further en- 
croachments in California. In lb'11 
the Russian agents fixed upon a site 
for a fort and settlement, and it was 
culled Fort Ross. "As to tho exact 
original meaning of the word Rosa/' 
says Mr. Thompson, "tbere seems 
to be a difference of opinion, but it is 
certain tbnr ihe people of tbe Volga 
wero formerly called Rns, and tho 
Russinns generally vrcro called the 
people of Ross, and tbe country is 
yet called Ros.sia, or Russia. '' 


Fort Ross is in Sonoma county. 


In 1S1^ itvras a fortified village, and 
in the fort- 12 cannon were mount- 
ed, but tho number of cannon was 
afterward increased to 40. Tbe in- 
vestigations by tho Spanish authori- 
ties in 1813 and tbe reoults are nar- 
rated, and tbo story of Fort Ross is 
carried down to the time wbcn tbo 
Mexicans asserted themselves in 
1840, and as tbo latter would code no 
territory to Russia, Governor Wrau- 
gell of Rots sold the fort, and it was 
abandoned in 1S41. One of the pur- 
chasers was General John A. Sntter, 
who afterward disposed of bis inter- 
est (18-15) to William Bonitz, who 
bad purchased the site as part of a 
Mexican land grant. Tho old settle- 
ment is now the property of CT. W: 
Call, wlio preserves, as best ho can. 
tbo old buildings and such relies as 
aro not perishable. During ail those 
83 years tbe little belfry and dome 
of tho Russian cbapol at Ross have 
stood bravely facing tho heavy win- 
ter storms. Tba ivatch towers are 
partly decayed. 
Of the apple trees 


planted by cbo original settlers some 
50 are alivo and bear fruit every 
year. Tbis is all that is left of tbe 
place that cr.ee boasted 400 souls.— 
San Francisco Call.

This invention is the work of a Wash- 


ington 
geutlrmau, Mr. Tapley W. 


Young, aud consists of au t-lectric heau-r, 
which can be lowered into tho well. 
The electricity is generated in large 
quantities, and so powerful is the heat 
that the rt-f asc- matter, which clogs the 
pores of the stone, will be melted and 
run out. thus allowing tho fresh upward 
flow of oil. 


To understand tha principles upon 


which this invention is founded, it will 
be nece.-sury to explain that the tly-uries 
as to exhaustion of so many wells is 
that the oil in passing upward through 
the stone has clogged the porous stone 
with paraffin in such quantities that the 
further flow is stopped, and the well 
ceases to produce. Some think that it is 
because the snpply in the earth has 
given out, but the generally accepted 
idea is that the oil is still in abundance, 
and only ceases to flow when the exit is 
stopped. 


The stone through which the oil passes 


is of a very porous nature, and as the 
liquid is in a crude state the thick mat- 
ter becomes as dregs, settling in the 
rock near the edges of the bottom of the 
welL It has been common to use tor- 
pedoes to shatter the stone at the bottom 
of the well, thus breaking up the clogged 
matter, but this is an expensive process. 


By the Young method the machine, 


which is about three feet long and re- 
sembles an iron cartridge, is placed at 
the bottom of the well and the electric- 
ity turned on so powerfully that it re- 
ceives just enough volts to produce an 
enormous heat without melting the 
metal. The current goes down the 
wires, and by the peculiar construction 
of the carbon packed chambers the in- 
tense heat is radiated about into the rock 
in all directions. Thus the paraffin and 
other refuse is softened and melted up 
so that it runs, and when the well is 
started a fresh flow takes place just as 
strong as it did when the well was first 
sunk. 
This rejuvenating of the dry 


wells of the oil districts of the United 
States means a great deal of money to 
the people of Pennsylvania, New York, 
Jvenrocky and Indiana, ilany a man 
who has lost his fortune in the drying 
np of his well will be again able to pump 
dozens of barrels. 
Hundreds of wells 


will spring into new life, thousands of 
dollars will be made from what is now 
worthless property, and millions of bar- 
rels of oil will be added to the annual 
production of the country. 


The inventjon made by Mr. Young is 


in the hands of the Standard Oil com- 
pany and will be thoroughly tested. 
As that company owns so much oil land, 
the machine will be a source of the sav- 
ing of great wealth to them as well as 
to the many hundreds of people all over 
the districts in New York and Peunsyl* 
vania.—Philadelphia Times.

Free silver coinage would there-

SURGICAL OPERATION 


Performed Upon Frank Seidell's Six- 


Year-Old Son Thi» Morning. 


A very delicate surgical operation 


was performed this morning by Dr 
Laudick, assisted by Dr. UcCall. 
The patient was the little six-year- 
old son of tfrank Seidell, of 232 south 
Pine street. The boy has for some 
time --iifTered from a dangerous ca=2 
of pleurisy, and has been at the 
point of death for over a week. The 
picural cavity became filled with pus, 
and the left lung was forced upward 
until it became utterly powerless, the 
right lung doing all the contraction 
and expansion. The malformation also 
forced the child's heart onto his right 
side. The patient was taken to Cin- 
cinnati a few days ago, to a promi- 
nent physician, who recommended a 
surgical operation. The boy was 
brought home again and this morn- 
ing the physicians named removed a 
section of one of the patient's riba, 
and opening the pleura, removed 
fully three pints of pus from the 
cavity, after which a drainage tuba 
was inserted. 


The child bravely stood the opera 


tion, and if bib physical condition is 
sufBcleut to stand the shock that will 
naturally result from the operation, 
his ultimate recovery may be hoped 
for.

Oise, in 1870, and bis name is bound 
to be recorded in history and to re- 
main there until the records of tfas 
"Terrible Year" are lost and forgot- 
ten. He was the man who saved 
Gambetta 
from falling into the 


hands of the Prussians during the 
Franco-German war. 


The story is simple enough, bnt 


its very simplicity serves to teach 
sound citizens of every country the 
priceless value of patriotism. On 
the Sth of October, 1870, taking ad- 
vantage of a favorable wind, Gam- 
betta, accompanied by Spuller, left 
Paris in a balloon, intending to reach 
Tonr's. After sailing in the air at a 
comparatively slow rate the balloon 
drifted toward the north. The Prus- 
sians noticed it, gave chase and fired 
at it fnrioasly. It was hit several 
times, bm the boles made in it by 
the bullets caused only a slight es- 
cape of gas. After some little time, 
however, the leaks began to tell, and 
the balloon began to descend slowly. 
Thti . famous travelers distinctly 
heard the hoarse cheers of tbe ene- 
my, who imagined that then- long 
chase was coming to an end and 
that they were about to congratu- 
late themselves on their captnre. 
But jast then all the remaining sand- 
bags, together with everything that 
could be dispensed with in tbe car, 
were thrown ont, and once more tbe 
airship pointed toward the clouds. 


The fusillade became more furious, 


out the ballets were harmless. A 
slight increase in the wind also fa- 
vored the fugitives. The enemy was 
left behind, but he was still in hot 
pursuit. 
The balloon, becoming 


.weaker and weaker in buoyancy, at 
last began to descend gradually. 


It landed in the woods of Favieres, 


11 kilometers from Clermont. The 
Prussians were coming on rapidly. 
The maire of Clermont, M. Dabas, 
who watched the balloon and saw 
the danger of tbe fugitives, bitched 
np his two strongest . and fastest 
horses to a light wagon, and a few 
moments after their landing he was 
driving them at full speed on tha 
road to Montdidier. In that, drive I 
he beat the record and brought Gam- 
betta and Spuiler into the little 
town in safety. Of course the Prus- 
sians found the balloon, bat no trace 
of the men who were in the car. 


Snob is the simple story of Dnbus' 


drive, for which he received the 
cross of the Legion of Honor and an 
appointment to a judgeship in the 
canton of Mouy. Four years ago a 
monument was erected to Gambetta 
near the spot where hia balloon de- 
scended, and the tree in which the 
airship got fastened was named 
Gambetta's oak. Tho owner of the 
land on which it stood has latelv 
cut it down, because he did not like 
to have patrrjtic 
nickers on bis property. 


This goes to prove that there are 


hogs even in France, but, fortunate- 
ly, they arc among tho sans patria 
—New York Sun.

iiiy at ik-chanicsvilltj and riding along 
a road a few hnudrtd yards in the rear 
of onr line of battle-. The battle was 
th<- u raging the whole length of our 
line. Squads of prisoners were from 
time to time being brought back to the 
road we were on. When we reached the 
point where we had a view of the 
Guines hill farm, we saw that the en- 
emy's shells were falling in the field 
abont General Lee's headquarters. At 
that time there was a good deal of solic- 
itude, both in the army and among ci- 
vilians, abont General Lee's exposing 
himself so much iu battle, and it was 
felt that his loss wonld be a great ca- 
lamity. I suggested to Judges Meredith 
and Lyons that I wonld ride down to 
the general's headquarters. They said 
they would not go, but asked me to sug- 
gest to General Lee tho question as to 
whether he conld not cover himself by 
some large- trees a few hundred yards in 
his rear and from these send his orders 
and receive reports as well as from the 
exposed position he was then m. 


"When I reached his headquarters 


his staff officers were all out; none but 
an orderly with him. I mentioned that 
a good deal of artillery was being nsed. 
He said, Ti-s; more than a usual 
mount on both sides.' He added, 'That 
does not do much harm.' And waving 
his hand off pretty much to the front 
of him, where the musketry firing made 
a noise much like the tearing ot sheets, 
he said, 'That is%-hac kills men.' I 
then mentioned to him what Judges 
Meredith and Lyons had suggested abont 
his covering himself by the large trees 
iu his rear. To this he replied that 
when the shells began to fall in. the field 
where he was ho had ordered the wagons 
containing the quartermaster, commis- 
sary, ordnance and medical stores back 
behind the timber, but that it was nec- 
essiry for him to be us near thu hue of 
battle ^s practicable. 


"He then said to me that General 


Grant was at that time assaulting his 
lines at time, different places, with col- 
umns of from sis to eight deep. Upon 
tins I uskt d him if his lines should be 
broken what reserve he had. He replied, 
'Not a regiment,' und added that if he 
should shorten his Hues to make a re- 
serve the tin'wy wmilrj turn him, and if 
he should weaken his lines to make a 
reserve they -uould Iv broken. And he 
said th.it had been Jus condition from 
the ojK'innp; on tho Rappahannock. He 
al-o *aid that ho had lost more men 
from excewn c fatigue and from want 
of vegetables th;m by bullets, and re- 
qiu tied me to see the commissary gen- 
eral uu my way back and urge him to 
send. n« boon us possible, all the pota- 
toes onions and other vegetables he 
could. He said that he had requested 
tho men to eat sassafras and grapevine 
buds as a substitute for vegetables, but 
that these did but little good 


•'There he was, with his back on 


Richmond, seven miles from the city, 
Ins hue being assailed by a force vastly 
more numerous than ins own, and he 
was apparently as cool and self possessed 
and as fret} from excitement as if nothing 
unusual was occurring, even then keep- 
ing iu mind the welfare and necessities 
of the soldiers tinder his command. 
It 


made such an impression on me of the 
greatness and grandeur of his character 
that I could not forget it, and because 
of that impression I have made you this 
statement. 


"As illustrative of the intrepid valor 


and military enterprise of General Leo 
when that quality wonld serve his pur- 
pose, I will mention another incident, 
which, as far as I know, has not been 
noticed by tho historians of the war. 


'' Wht 11 the Federal army was at Cold 


Harbor, in front of Richmond, in 1864, 
with the white house at the head of 
Tork river as their base of supplies, 
General Lee determined to move the 
gri>nr Ixirly nf hit conimiind ArQnnd Gen- 
eral Grunt's right and put himself be- 
tween Grant and his base of supplies 
and to put Grant between his (Lee's) 
command and the city of Richmond. 
This movement, if it had been executed, 
would have resulted either iu the de- 
struction of the Federal army or in the 
fall of Richmond. After some of Gen- 
eral Lou's divisions had been put in mo- 
tion to execute this plan he received a 
dispatch advising him that the Fcdexals 
vere n^v-xn^incy rm Lvi3ehbn!l(T in fo^ce 
and that without immediate help that 
city, which at that time contained a 
large amount of military stores, must 
fall into the hands of the enemy. 
He 


immediately ordered General Breckiu- 
ridRe to go to tho relief of Lynchbnrg 
with his division. GeneralBrcckenridge 
vrn« furnished a train ot cars and with 
all hastu reached Lyncnfaurg in time for 
his ~.:v!i to get off the cars fighting and 
saved Lynchbnrg. This diversion caused 
General Loe to abandon his plan of get- 
ting into General Grant's rear."

"Going to sea ain't what it nst-d tu 


be," said au old sea captain, with a 
sigh, to the writer, to whom he had 
been bemoaning the decadence of sailing 
vessels, which he ascribed to the rapidly 
growing habit of building enormous 
steam freight carriers. "The fine old 
ships, barks and other sailing craft are 
going, and in place of real sailormen 
yon see a lot of paint scrubbers and 
iron pounders that hardly knows how 
to splice « rope and hasn't as much su- 
perstition as a goar. They don't care 
much whether the cargo is dead bodies 
or pig iron. ' ' 


In the old days the presence of a 


corpse aboard was considered bound to 
bring storms and other bad luck, and 
even now on sailing vessels an immedi- 
ate burial over the side is the proper 
thing when a death occurs if the skipper 
cares to keep the forecastle in good hu 
mor. On the big steamships, carrying 
hundreds of passengers each trip, a 
death is no uncommon thing, and if 
there are friends of the dead person 
aboard they are likely to have the body 
brought to port. It has become a com- 
mon custom, too, to ship tho bodies of 
persons who have died abroad home by 
steamships, and on several occasions 
small mortuary chapels have been con- 
structed aboard. Otherwise the coffins 
are carried as if they were an ordinary 
part of the ship's cargo. 


The skipper already quoted told of 


one of the many examples of the sailor's 
superstition on the subject that had 
come under his observation. A friend 
of his was a few years ago commanding 
a big clipper ship engaged in the South 
American trade. He was a kindly man. 
and sailors were always glad to ship 
with him, not only because of his not 
being a hard taskmaster, but also be- 
cause his ship was known as "a good 
feeder, ' " which is the highest encomium 
Jack can pronounce upon skipper or ves- 
sel. On his last voyage the captain was 
bound from Cullao for Antwerp with a 
cargo of fertilizer. He fell sick and died 
sooii after passing the Horn. His body 
was prepared and boxed and placed be- 
low in the depths of the cargo. 


The first mate, •nho succeeded to the 


command, was not the besr of sailors or 
popular with the crew. Head winds and 
gales were encountered in rapid succes- 
sion, and the grumbling of the men 
soon broke out into almost open mutiny. 
It was the presence of that body in tho 
hold of the ship that was causing till 
the troubk-, and it must be got rid of. 
Tho men went aft and so informed the 
mate and then without ceremony heaved 
the body of their late captain over the 
side. 
Whether the weather improved 


then the skipper couldn't say. But he 
w:is certhin of one thing, and that was 
that M/auuiuship <tn<3 superstition, which 
always go together, would bo things of 
the past when the paint scrubbers and 
iron pounders have crowded the real sail- 
:.n.'.enoff the seas. — 2fow aifork Tribune. 


SECOND GROWTH OF CLOVER. 


It Makta a>y tit Floe Quality — Clorcr 


ixwd a ProHutble Crap. 


No pan of the KrowUi of clover if 


jnoro important for increasing soil fer- 
tility or more valuable for the farmer 
than is ths: made dnr:ug the latter part 
of summer, after the Iir»t crop has 
removed. U is ahv^T? less in bulk 
the first crop, but the hay madu is of 
finer quality and has a greater nutria ve 
value than the first in proportion to iia 
weight. The fact that there is progrrSB- 
ive development of the clover plant dar- 
ing the entire season shows the mistake 
of farmers in olden times in plowing 
under clover in June for wheat. There 
is an imnii-nse mcreasu in clover roots 
during the second growth. It is at this 
time, too, that the greatest number of 
the nodules are formed on clover roots 
by means of which tho air in the soil is 
decomposed and its nitrogen is made 
available. 


Growing clover feed is made cue of 


the most profitable crops that the farmer 
can prodcce. It always follows a crop 
of clover grown for hay, which of itself 
pays the use of tho land, leaving the 
clover seed and the extra hay crop as 
clear profit The clover seed scattered 
in harvesting is by no means lost. It re- 
mains in the soil for years, and as suc- 
cessive strata are brought to the serf ace 
by the plow it -will increase the chances 
of a good clover catch. This second 
growth does not always seed well. The 
farmer can soon know how this ia by 
going into the field and examining the 
heads. A yield of six or eight seeds per 
head will give a fair crop. If much less 
than this the clover should be cut earlier 
and made into hay. The earlier the hay 
is made the better will be the chances 
for getting it in without much staining. 
The hay should be cured in the cock, for 
it will turn black if exposed to rains. 
Clover left for seed is necessarily left 
later, and is usually very black when it 
is got into the mow or stack. It cannot 
well be thrashed until cold weather, 
because there will be some heating of 
the partly dry clover. But the seed will 
not be injured, as it will be protected 
by the chaff, explains American Culti- 
vator, the authority here quoted. 


If it is desired to leave clover a third 


year after seeding it can be done by cut- 
ting the clover several times in a season, 
taking a small hay crop each time after 
the first and never allowing the clover 
to seed. Three, four and even five hay 
crops may thus be taken. Land thus 
treated will be in fine condition to pro- 
duce a good corn or potato crop if plowed 
tho following spring. But there may be 
cases when the field will be needed for 
hay, and the clover thus kept to its 
third year will show a strong tendency 
to seed with its first crop and then die 
off. 
It should therefore be cut just as 


soon or a little before it is in blossom, 
and it will then bo richer than clover hay 
grown the second year after sowing. 


The Holy Pillar of St. Petcr'n. 


Ill n small chapel stands a strangely 


wrought marble column inclosed in an 
iron cage. The Romans now call it the 
Culuxina Santa (the holy pillar) and ir 
is said to be the one against which 
Christ leaned when teaching in the 
temple at Jerusalem. A great modem 
authority believes it to be of Roman 
workmanship and of the third century, 
but those who have lived iu tho east 
will see much that is oriental in the 
fantastic, ornamented carving. It mat- 
ters little. 
In actual fact, whatever be 


its origin, this is the column known in 
tho middle ages as the Colonua degli 
Spiritati, or column of those possessed 
by evil spirits, and it was customary to 
bind to it such unlucky individuals as 
fell tinder suspicion of "possession," in 
order to exorcise the spirit with prayers 
and holy water. Aretiuo has made a wit- 
ty scene about this in the "Cortigiana," 
where one of the Vatican servants cheats 
a poor fisherman and then hands him 
over to the sacristan of St. Peter's to be 
cured of an imaginary possession by a 
ceremonious exorcism. Such proceed- 
ings must have been common enough 
in those days whcu witchcraft and de 
monology were elements with which 
rulers ami lawgivers had to count at 
every turn.—Marion Crawford in Cen- 
tury.

An Irrigating Scheme. 


An ingenious contrivance which was 


quickly improvised and rendered good 
service is described as follows by the 
Florida Farmer: It was in a strawberry 
patch of 2'a acres, slightly sloping, 
sufficient to permit water to flow. A 
well was dug on the highest ground and 
kerosene barrels were placed along in a. 
row 18 feet apart, each a little lower 
than tho last one. The«o\verc connected 
by a 1} X inch iron pipo, rnuuing from 
the top of the first to-the bottom of the 
second and from the top of tho second to 
the bottom of the third and so on 
through tho whole series. The water 
was raised by means of a hand pnnip. 
As the first barrel was filled the water 
began to flow to tho second and so on, 
the whole lot beiupr filled by pumping 
into the first 
From the barrels the 


wator had to ^f carri—1 to the plants in 
buckets and a small canful poured over 
each plant. 


The cost of the entire plant, including 


well, pump, barrel', pipe and setting 
up ready for use, was $S5. By such a 
small ontlay the owner calculated that 
he increased his crop of berries suffi- 
ciently to bring him in $300 over and 
above what he would have received.

It is now conceded on nearly every 


hand that tho commercial crop in the 
south, so far as bulk ia concerned, will 
be less than half that of last year. 


Special investigation just completed 


by American Agriculturist throughout 
every important section of Georgia, the 
Carolmas, Tennessee and as far west as 
Mississippi and Arkan=is rewaU flip 
fact that iu a great many counties tho 
crop is all tho way from a half or a 
third down to a total failure, so far as 
fruit available for shipment is con- 
cerned. 


Two leading reasons are clearly in 


evidence, according to the authority 
mentioned—tho one that orchards bore 
EO heavily last year that trees aro lacking 
in vitality this season; another und per- 
haps more forcible reason, the attacks 
of curcr.ho. Reports show this silmost 
everywhere, including returns from the 
biggest growers in tho country in the 
most favored sec uons. 


Shipping Frnlt. 


Ship your pears in tho ventilated fruit 


barrels, flour barrel si/o. They cost, w« 
believe, SO cents apiece. You need not 
wrap tho pears. Gather your first pears 
as soon as the stem will brosik square 
off at tho Kiionldor when turned to one 
side. Go over tho trees several times, 
each time gathering the largest and 
ripest Handle and sort as carefully as 
you would oranges. 


Wrap the plums and ship them in 


tho six basket crate used for tomatoes. 
Ship tho grapes in tho snnie packages. 
The Hartford and tho Delaware aro not 
very good shipping varieties. They fall 
off tho stems so much.—Florida Fruit 
Grower. 


Railroad Bmldioe. 


The Eaihoad Gazette says: "The ioc- 


ords of the new railroad building iu the 
United States in 180G, which we have 
gathered, show that 717 miles of road 
have been built in the first half of the 
year. The total is not very different 
from the amount of new railroad which 
has been constructed in the first half of 
any year, since the conditions in 1898 
called a sharp halt in railroad building. 
Last year G22 miles of new road were 
built up to July 1, and the record in 
1S94, only -195 miles between Jan. 1 
und only I, >howed how decisively ex- 
tension work had been stopped. It will 
bi; seen how greutly railroad extension 
has been checked by tho conditions of 
the last few yeais, and there are no sub- 
stantial signs that any large relative in- 
crease is to tc expected in the near fu- 
ture. Much the largest mileage credited 
to any one company, of the total given 
for the six months, is that built by the 
Kansas City, Pittsburi^ and Gulf—near- 
ly 1-10 miles—in Arkansas, Texas and 
the Indian Territory. Tiie second lon- 
gest Kne was built by the San Francis- 
co and San Joaqum Valley road—55
